Constable James Gossage r etur n­ 
ed last evening fr om Chillicothe, 
wher e he yester day committed Bir die 
Wiley and Eliza Beaman to 
the 
State Industr ial Home for Gir ls. 
Ther e 
ar e now for ty-seven 
in­ 
mates of the Home, Mr . Gossage 
says, of whom seven ar e fr om Pettis 
county, viz: Blanch Rutledge, Mag­ 
gie O ’Baiiion, Dollie Adams, Maud 
Dyer , 
Hattie 
Jones 
and the two 
committed yester day. 
“ 
I never saw a par ty of childr en 
better pr ovided for than those at 
the Home,” said Mr . Gossage to a 
D emocrat r epor ter , “ 
and the Pet­ 
tis county childr en who have been 
ther e for some months ar e per fectly 
satisfied. 
They ar e neatly dr essed, 
have nice, clean clothing and ar e 
much better off in ever y way than 
they wer e at home. 
“ 
The Home was established by 
an act of the Thir ty-four th gener al 
assembly, appr oved 
Mar ch 
30th, 
1887. 
The sum of five thousand 
dollar s 
was appr opr iated for 
the 
pur chase of gr ound, thir ty thousand 
for 
building, 
five 
thousand 
for 
fur nishing and incidental expenses. 
To 
these 
sums 
wer e 
added five 
thousand 
dollar s donated by 
the 
citizens of Chillicothe thr ough the 
Chillicothe boar d of tr ade. 
“ 
The act 
constituted 
and ap­ 
pointed the gover nor , attor ney-gen­ 
er al and r egister of lands, locating 
commissioner s, 
author izing 
them 
to r eceive such donations in money, 
lands or building mater ial as might 
be tender ed by par ties seeking to 
secur e the location. 
On 
the 28th 
day of July, 1887, the commission­ 
er s accepted the donation named 
and located the home on the land 
now occupied. 
This consists 
of 
about for ty-seven acr es of beautiful 
r olling blue 
gr ass 
pastur e 
land, 
within thr ee-four ths of a mile of the 
public squar e of Chillicothe, and 
within r ange of the water , gas and 
electr ic light lines of the city. 
“ 
The cottage is in the for m of a 
r ight angle tr iangle, with a fr ont fa­ 
cade octagonal in shape. 
The two 
wings ar e two stor ies and basement, 
the fr ont facade thr ee stor ies and 
basement. 
“ 
The two wings ar e 28x62 feet 
each, and the fr ont for ty-seven feet 
by an aver age of four teen, the build­ 
ing showing a fr ontage on two siilcs 
of one hundr ed and nine feet each. 
“ 
The 
basements ar e 
buil^ 
of 
Slone, 
handsomely tr immed, 
the 
upper stor ies ar e of br ick with cut 
stone 
and 
galvanized 
ir on 
tr im­ 
mings, the whole r oofed with slate. 
“ 
On the 22d day of «Januar y, 
1889, 
boar d declar ed the Home 
open 
for inmates, but her e 
they 
met a stumbling block in the pr o­ 
visions of the law gover ning com­ 
mitments. 
“ 
Section 12 of the establishing 
act r equir ed that ever y gir l between 
the age of seven and twenty year s 
befor e being commited to the Home 
should be adjudged guilty of some 
offense not punishable by impr ison­ 
ment 
for 
life by some judge 
or 
cour t of competent jur isdiction, be­ 
for e she should be committed to the 
Home. 
While such a law as this 
pr oduced ver y good r esults in the 
case of boys, it was inapplicable to 
gir ls. 
“ 
The boar d 
have 
made ever y 
effor t possible to have this defect in 
the law r emedied, but as yet with­ 
out success, except in this: 
That 
the Home has been made to take 
the place of the master in the old 
master and appr entice statute. 
“ 
The objects and pur poses of the 
Home so clear ly set for th in almost 
the exact language of the establish­ 
ing act cannot be accomplished if 
the abandoned gir l without a pr o­ 
tector or guar dian, is to be left to 
the tender mer cieS’^ f 
the wor ld 
until 
she 
has 
committed 
some 
cr ime, and 
been adjudged guilty 
ther eof in some cr iminal cour t be­ 
for e she can r eceive the benefits 
pr ovided for her in the Home.” 
The Home is conducted on the 
family or cottage plan, wher e gir ls 
fr om seven to seventeen year s of 
age, r emoved fr om vicious associ­ 
ates and evil influences, may r e­ 
ceive a car eful physical, intellectual 
and mor al tr aining, and such non- 
sectar ian 
r eligious 
instr uction as 
may be pr escr ibed by the super in­ 
tendent; par ticipate in the enjoy­ 
ment of a tr ue home life; be r e­ 
for med and become good domestic 
women, pr udent in speech ar ^d con- 


duct, cleanly,‘industr ious and capa­ 
ble housekeeper s. 
Mr . Gossage thinks the Home is 
one of the most desir able institu­ 
tions in the state, and desir es to as­ 
sur e the r elatives of childr en com­ 
mitted ther e that they ar e well pr o­ 
vided for in ever y par ticular .
